HISTORY OF BUCHANAN FAMILY 
(econ'd from Vol. I No. 8) 


(Maj. John Buchanan) having accompanied his father (James) 
through all of his meanderings over mountain and vale sharing 
with him in all of his trials, labors, dangers and hardships 
incident to the first settlers of the middle states of America, 
greatly qualified him as a leader, protector and benefactor, The 
father through age and infirmity caused by trial, exposure and 
hardships that the pioneers of the American Continent had to 
undergo, became unable to maintain and defend his family the 
duty devolved upon his son, he being the moving spirit and 
nucleus around which the hope and future support, protection 
and happiness of the mother and daughters clung, necessarily 
assumed the care and responsibility of the family. The spirit 
of adventure so inherent in the father had its potent influence 
on the son, The wonderful account made known to him through 
enterprising settlers of the beauties and fertilities of the 
Cumberland Valley Country, with its abundance of wild game 
that nature had seemingly turned loose to graze upon the 
luxurient cane brakes and deep tangled pea vine that grew so 
profusely throughout this beautiful country; his ambitious 
spirit and love for adventure could be held in subjection 

no longer, 


Maj. John Buchanan, with his Father's family left Danville, Ky. 
for Cumberland Country with the fond hope of finding a per- 
manent home, hey arrived where Nashville is now located 

Dec, 12th, 1778 and crossed the Cumberland River on the ice at 
the mouth of Sulphur Springs Branch, On his arrival he found 
one other man living in log cabin on the bluff of the Cumber- 
land River where the County Jail now stands. The third house 
erected was built by Buchanan and his comrades. 


These pioneers as a means of better protection and defense 
against the attacks of the various bands of indians frequently 
marauding the settlement, built a for situated on the bluff 
over the Cumberland River, on now what is Front St, near 

where the county prison now stands, In 1781 the indians 
invaded the settlement and Alexander Buchanan, brother of 

Major Buchanan was killed by an indian near the crossing of 
Market and Broad Sts, After staying at the Nashville fort 4 
years, Maj. Buchanan moved six miles east of Nashville fort 

and erected his rude cabin on a stream now called Mill Creek 
from the fact that he afterwards built the first mill that was 
ever built in the county on it. As a necessity, he soon erected 
a fort in simplicity of style but formidable in strength to 
suard against attacks of the indians in their savage mode of 
war fare in the time of the early settlers of Tenn. On the 
night of Sept, 30th 1792, the combined force of three tribes of 
indians numbering 900 warriors, made an attack upon Buchanan 
station, thinking from the simplicity of its structure and its 
weakness of its defense to over-ride that cow pen fort so 
styled by the indians, With true gallantry these brave men 
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like spartans stuck to their posts and with unerring aim with 
their flint lock rifles they held the fort and defeated the 
enemy with the slight injury of one man in the fort. — One 
indian chief was killed and left near the fort in the act of 
setting the fort on fire. From the blood and other siens left 
by the indians, there were many others either killed or wounded, 
In the heat of the battle the ammunition in the fort began to 
get scarce, and Nancy Mulhern, sister of Ma , Buchanan melted 
the pewter plates and dishes used then by the early settlers 
and moulded them into bullets and carried them in her apron 
around to the men fighting, The men engaged in the battle 
were Maj. John Buchanan, James Bryant, Thomas Wilcox, James 
O'Conne, Robin Castleman, James Mulhern, Thomas McCrary, 
Morris Shane, Wm, Kennedy, Samuel Blair, Robin Kennedy, Thomas 
Durat, Geo. Finalson, Chas, Herd, Sampson Williams, Joh 
Castleman, Samuel Mcilurray, Robin Turnbull, Thos. Latimer, 
Robin Hood, and James Buchanan, father of his branch of the 
Buchanan family in Tenn, was killed by an indian in his cabin 
near the fort two or three months before the battle of 

Sept. 30th, 1792. 


SAMUEL BUCHANAN, Youngest brother to Maj, Buchanan, was killed 
by indians on Nill Greek, about a mile below the fort. 


MAJ, JOHN BUCHANCN was twice married, His first marriage was 
with Miss Margaret Kennedy in 1786. By this marriage he had 
one child, John Buchanan 2nd, His second marriage was with 
Miss Salley Ridley in 1791, From this marriage there were 
thirteen children, nine boys and four girls.

14, 
which was the decisive battle. Billie Pearsorn’was first of 
that family to come to Tenn, Sorn in South Carolina 1763.
